Phuuch. April 25— The Federal 
jury in the damage suit of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robt. Hollowell, alleged vic- 
tims of night liders, could ^reach no 
verdict, and was discharged.

Th» Result* of tha Economics and Kr.- 
tarpriaa of ■ Private Company Claim- 
ad by the Municipal Management of 

the Ga. Plant of Duluth, Minn. 
To those unfamiliar tvltli the facta 
the reports nsnlduoualy circulated 
about the gas department of Duluth 
would give the Impression that the 
profits reported are the result of mu- 
nicipal operation. This Is, however, 
far from the truth, for In 1904 the city 
shut down the generating plant which 
it had purchased ouly six years before, 
and since that date it has been merely 
a distributer of the gas made by a 
private company. 

During the five complete years (1899- 
1903) that the city made Its own gas 
the average cod per thousand feel 
$1.20 and the receipts $1.17. In 
co6t figures there Is no allowanci 
depreciation, lost taxes, accident! 
gal services, etc. A very moderate al 
lowance for these would greaUy in- 
crease the loss per thousand, and If 
private enterprise had not come to Its 
relief the gas plant would have ulti- 
mately proved a grievous burden, al- 
though so far as possible It had been 
removed from political Influences. 
. Tbe reductions In price of gas made 
by the city while It was operating the 
plant were due largely to the great 
increase In demand resulting from the 
rapid increase In the use of gas for 
fuel purposes as well as to Improve- 
ments in the art of manufacture, but 
In no case were they warranted, 
the real cosj was always In excess of 
the net price. 

The reduction in price since the city 
abandoned the manufacture of gas is 
due to the private enterprise of the 
coking plant which supplies gas as n 
byproduct to the city and which has 
spent many thousands of dollars In 
exploiting the gas to Increase its sales. 
As a gas expert who has no Interest in 
this company writes: 

"Of course this Is very fine for the 
citizens of Duluth, but It Is not munici- 
pal ownership, as the city Is freed from 
the two factors which ordinarily are 
the worst features of municipal plants 
—to wit, lack of proper handling of the 
manufacturing end of tbe business and 
lack of push In exploiting the commer- 
cial side. In short, the city of Duluth 
simply distributes the gas and coll'*' 
the bills."

"A live, progressive water commis- 
sion two years ago tried to Induce the 
taxpayers— tbe stockholders— to vote 
money to Improve the operating plant, 
to put It Into good condition and equip- 
ment, to make possible a service to 
consumers of a water supply for all 
purposes adequate to modern uses and 
needs. Their efforts went for naught; 
the attempt was an utter failure. The 
owners— tbe taxpayers— absolutely re- 
fused to improve the plant, although 
is clearly shown that the improve- 
rs would actually pay for them- 
's in increased business in a rea- 
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to get the money somehow, some- 
re, put the entire plant into mod- 
ern condition or get out of the busl- 
less altogether, no matter what flnan- 
ial loss might fall upon it." 



Strange Bedfellows. 

Except in the case of a Minnesota 
ty, which refused licenses to saloons 
unless they would become patrons of 
the municipal light plant, there has 
never seemed to be a direct connection 
lietweeu municipal ownership and the 
_: shop. That such a connection ex- 
ists has suddenly been made apparent 
by the adoption of prohibition in vari- 
ous states and sections. In several lo- 
calities well developed movements for 
lelpai ownership nave been aban- 
doned because the loss of Income from 
licenses made the city fathers look 
askance on an investment that was 
likely to reduce rather than to Increase 
the city's income. In one southern 
city as soon as the prohibitory law 
had gone into effect the council adver- 
tieed tbe lighting plant for sale, frank- 
ly admitting that Its very existence 
hud depended upon the receipts from 
the saloons. A league for mutual sup- 
port between the advocates of munk,- 
fial ownership and the liquor Interests 
Is now in order.

Shot Up By Night Riders 
That Visited Ohio 

Cincinnate, April 27.— Ohio was 
again invaded by night riders from 
Kentucky before 2 o'clock Saturday- 
morning. The riders set fire to the 
tobacco barn of Raymond Waterfield 
at Boudes Ferry, Brown county, and 
then terrorized Augusta, Ky., by 
shooting up the town. A crop of to- 
bacco belonging to Louu Kautz, an 
Ohio buyer, was the cause of the 
raid, it having been stored in the 
Waterfield barn. 

Witnesses now in Cincinnati say 
the night riders were made up of 
two parties.one forming on the Ohio 
side and the other crossing in skiffs 
from below Augusta. The loss is 
$1,000 on the barn and $15,000 on 
the tobacco. 

Upon information received by the 
State Fire Marshal Saturday that 
night riders had burned the barn of 
George C. Barnes, of Brown county, 
and destroyed 2,000 pounds of Bur- 
ley tobacco, that official moved 
swiftly to run down the perpetrators 
of the outrage.

LIVES ARE LOST 



In Storms That Have Deso- 
lated Seven Southern 
States. 



New Orleans La., April 27.— Pro- 
bably half a thousand or more per- 
were fatally injured, many 
times this number painfully hurt, 
together with a property loss run- 
ning up into millions, is the record 
so far of the cyclone which originat- 
ed in the West a few days ago. 
Sweeping across Texas, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Louisana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Georgia and Alabama, 
it has left death, desolation and want 
in its wake, seriously interrupted 
business accumulated between the 
cities in the South and brought about 
chaotic conditions in many smaller 
towns. 

Mississippi which has already 
suffered from more than one cyclone 
this year, has again borne the brunt 
of winds and rains. Reports receiv- 
ed from that State indicate the loss 
of life to be far the greatest 
within her borders. 

Estimates on the number of those 
who lost their live3 as a result of the 
cyclone in Mississippi, place the list 
of dead between 150 and 190 with 
a thousand or more injured. 

In Texas, Louisana, Alabama and 
Georgia, the death lists are also 
large with serious loss. In Okla- 
homa, Texas and Tennessee, authen 
tic information in many instances 
is lacking owing to the supplied 
facilities for communication and the 
lack of time to form any-thing like 
accurate estimate of the damage 
done in many sections.

The church and parsonage have 
already been shipped to their new 
home. The native school i3jabout to 
be moved and the natives are taking 
down their houses and putting them 
on freight cars on which they will 
be hauled to the new site at the ex- 
pense of the commission. 

The only difficulty is that the na- 
tives who had lived in the present 
location long before it became the 
Gatun dam site, don't relish carry- 
ing off their houses to a new^place.' 
If they don't the commissionjwill do 
it for them. The new site Ms the 
only one where the sewer and wate r 
works have been installed before the 
the town. Everything is now ready. 
When the houses are set down the 
town will be full fledged, with well 
paved streets and all public utilities.

)f the most important litigation 
rolving constitutional interpretation 
:hat has come before the supreme 
court in this generation. 

The Two-Cent Law. 
The enactment of the two-cent pas- 
senger tariff law was an example of 
Governor Johnson's celerity of action. 
Invited to addreas the Minnesota Edi- 
torial association, fnstead of making 
the usual platitudinous address on 
such occasions, "he exploded the two 
■eat bomb'" and urged that an end be 
iut to the giving of passes. He talke l 
on the same subject to a convention 
of commercial travelers. Immediate- 
ly the state was aflame with this Inno- 
vation in railway legislation. W 
the legislature met, he asked for a law 
embodying this idea and the legisla- 
ture quickly responded. Neighboring 
states followed with reductions, and 
now throughout the middle northwest 
the two-cent rate prevails. 

About the time Governor Johnson 
came Into offlce there was a wide- 
spread agitation for reciprocal demur- 
rage laws, which would compel rail- 
ways to allow shippers demurrage 
:harges for failure to deliver cars on 
ime. Governor Johnson, ever abreast 
if popular progress, recommended 
such a law and got it. 

Thanks to his initiative, the on 
of the Minnesota Railroad and Ware- 
house commission are now immediate- 
r effective, pending appeal. 

In Defense of Labor. 
Governor Johnson, in consonance 
•ith his thorough democracy, and 
believing in equal rights, has not been 
■glectful of the interests of labor. He 
desired a free state employment bu- 
reau designed to eliminate the many 
abuses that have marked private em- 
ployment bureaus in the great labor 
centers of Minnesota. Such a bureau 
created and has been thoroughly 
helpful and widely efficient. 

Since time Immemorial, that relic 
if feudalism, the common law doc- 
rine of non-liability of employer to 
employe for ■ injuries occurring 
through the negligence of a fellow- 
servant has prevailed In Minnesota, as 
[veil as In many other states. "This 
ancient rule of the common law," said 
",ov. Johnson, "coupled with the other 
-ule generally referred to as the doc 
!rine of the assumption of risk by 
employes, has cast upon the Individ- 
ual laborer a risk and responsibility 
out of proportion to the wages he re- 
ceives." 

During his term of office Gov. John- 
son has had to deal with one great 
conflict between labor and capital, 
namely, the strike of the miners on 
the Minnesota Iron ranges. By direct 
personal intervention, by advice to the 
employers on the one hand and the 
strikers on the other, the governor suc- 
ceeded, without the use of state troops, 
in preventing violence and bloodshed. 

In the forests and prairies of north- 
ern Minnesota are great extents 
fertile land, which, owing to lack, 
drainuge, have not been available for 
cultivation. Thanks to Gov. Johnson, 
additional legislation on this subject 
was secured, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of fertile land will be 
added to the rolls of the state's 
wealth. 

Gov. Johnson believes In the muni- 
cipal ownership of public utilities, and, 
following his suggestion, a modified 
form of the Illinois Mueller law waa 
adopted by the Minnesota legislature. 
Under Its provisions a municipality 
may bond Its street railways or other 
public utilities to pay the cost of the 
purchase and operation of the same. 

Minnesota, a leading agricultural 
state, has long had to contend with 
the cordage trust, which has a practi- 
cal monopoly of the binding iwine 
used in harvesting. Hor many years 
the state has had a twine plant 
which prison laoor was employed. 
The trust erected a factory in Minne- 
sota to compete with the state-mada 
twine aud Gov. Johnson's answer was, 
with tha consent of the legislature, 
authorization for the state twine plant 
to sell Its product outside as well 
wiMiin the state. The cordage trust 
will now have to fight the cheap Miu- 
statemade twine la other

Ran Neck and Neck In The 
County Contests Held 
Here Saturday. 



2 CONVENTIONS HERE 



Hot and Furious Fighting 
Looked For When State 
Convention Meets. 



U»iaviile. Ky. April 27.-The 
csateetfor control of Kentucky's 
Wfee is close and doubtful between 
Wt and Fairbanks. All but ,0 
tWegates of Kentucky's total- of 
2^)65 are reported. These show 
that should Fairbanks gain them 
8S well as those for which he is con- 
testing he will win Kentucky by a 
jlight majority. Should Taft win 
Only a reasonable number of them, 
however, and they belong to the 
Cfcenthand Eleven Districts mainly 
^hich were carried by Taft— and 
gain an average of those contested 
in Jefferson county, he will win 
There seems to be little doubt that 
he will pick up his share of the 126 
missing votes. His showing in some 
of these districts has been surpris- 
ing, but only in the Second can it be 
safely said that he has won out; 

First for Fairbanks. 

The first on the face of the re- 
turns is for Fairbanks, but the Taft 
men said last night: "The First will 
be for us at convention, rulings all 
right." 

The Third district seems to be 
close, with the odds in favor of Taft. 
while in the Fourth district Taft 
seems to have won, and Judge M. L. 
Heaverin, of Hartford, has beaten 
Dr. Ben L. Bruner for district com- 
mitteeman. In the Fifth district 
201 of the 217 delegates are content- 
ed. Here the Fairbanks men got 
sixteen delegates and Taft 201. In 
the Sixth district there is no doubt 
that Taft has won, while the Seventh 
seems to have lined up for him by a 
small margin. 

The Eighth district is close, but 
the Ninth retrieves this by a decided 
Taft majority. 

In the Tenth and Eleven districts 
several counties are missing, but it 
is practically certain that the Tenth 
will be found in the Taft column. 
Both sides are claiming it. Edwards 
seems to have twung the Eleventh 
safely for the Secretary of War. 
Summary of Figures. 

The latest figures follow, They 
are given in the numbers admitted 
by the other side, Fairbanks to Taft 
and Taft to Eairbanks. Contested 
votes are not counted in the totals, 
else Taft's total would be several 
hundred greater; in fact, easily 
enough to control the convention:

banks men got three of the five tell- 
ers, the chairman and secretary and 

played a waiting game. It was 

agreed to count the voters who wore 
badges— red for Fairbanks and white 
for Taft— wherever they were found 
and after the tellers had counted for 
hour, some above and some below 
and some out in the streets unable 
to get in, the three Fairbanks tellers 
reported 969 for Fairbanks and 630 
for Taft. There were hoots and 
and cries of "Steal!" "Raw 
deal!" "Shame!" "Outrage!" etc., 
but the Fairbanks crowd perfected 
their organization, appointed 29 del- 1 
egates and adjourned. The crowd 
divided and about 400 Taft men re- 
mained ih the courtroom and held 
another convention, which was or- 
derly and brief. Tellers were ap- 
pointed with instructions not to let 
the number fall below 969 and the 
count was made as the voters left 
the building. The number partici- 
pating in the second convention was 
found to be 1,105. When this report 
was made, the Fairbanks men com-
